A CASE OF COPYRIGHT BY COURTESY. 


WHETHER it is owing to the strong feeling 
that has been manifested in this country against 
the publication of a cheap pirated edition of Prof. 
Bryce’s monumental work on ‘‘ The American 
Commonwealth,” or whether those who contem- 
plated such a course have been led to recognize 
the unprofitableness of making the attempt under 
the circumstances, we do not know, but it seems 
about certain that no publisher will for the pres- 
ent undertake it. This is encouraging, and the 
publishing trade is to be congratulated on the re- 
solve. Waiving all other considerations, an at- 
tack on this work, in the present period of agita- 
tion for international copyright, by an American 


publishing house of even the slightest importance, | 


would be unwise, to say the least. In our efforts 
to come to a proper understanding in the adjust- 
ment of international copyright legislation, it is 
necessary to have friends not only here but in 
England, and even the most thoughtless will ad- 
mit that it were better to have the friends and 
associates of a man of Prof. Bryce’s standing on 
our side than as opponents. 

And from a more disinterested point of view 
such an act would be sad injustice. The author’s 
materials, as the Boston Advertiser has pointed 
out, “‘ were gathered by the most patient, candid, 


and acute inquiry in this country, and represent 


many years of labor on his part and that of his 
American assistants. He has made admirable 
use of them in the preparation of a work univer- 


sally recognized as a monument to our Common- 


wealth and of the foremost importance to all stu- 


dents of our institutions and people. For sucha 
monograph the nation cannot afford to show it- 
self ungrateful.” 


The case of this book, as also of “ Robert Els- 


mere,” illustrates, however, the point made by those 


who advocate a manufacturing clause as a part of 
international copyright. In both instances, the 
books were for some time out of print in this 
market owing to the unexpected demand for them 


and the fact that it took longer to obtain supplies 
from England, even by the help off the cable, than 
it would have done to run off new editions in this 
country. The fact, moreover, that a house in Lon- 
don may be more conservative than its branch 
here, and so be inclined to underestimate the de- 
mand in the case of popular books like these, adds 
to the difficulty. But the edition of Professor 
Bryce’s book prepared for America illustrates also 
another point in relation to English copyright— 
that a book is almost sure, whether it comes from 
English or American publishers, to be brought 
out in such shape as to fulfil the conditions of 
the market which it seeks. The English edition 
of ‘‘ The American Commonwealth” is in three 
volumes, and sells at about $13; the American 
edition is in two octavo volumes of nearly 750 
pages each, printed in readable type, on good 
paper, bound in cloth, and is sold at $6. The 
book might possibly be reprinted to seli at a 
somewhat lower price, but at the expense of good 
book-making ; and there are few who will grudge 
the price named in view of the permanent impor- 
tance of the book and the great labor which has 
been given to it by the author. 





WE give elsewhere in this issue an account of 
the most painful occurrence that we have ever 
been obliged to record in this journal. One 
of our fraternity has been called upon to witness 
not only the total destruction of his business— 
possibly the only source from which he derives a 
living—but worse still, to see others dependent 
upon him for a livelihood suffering, dying, and 
dead, one of these his own son.

firms were present or represented, The President 


in his address expressed his entire satisfaction 
with the working of the Board as reorganized. 
It seems that the change in 1887 proved almost 
disastrous. He pointed out that in the Bureau 
of Records and Reports the Board now has over 


thirty-one thousand reports of traders in every 


part of the United States and Canada. These 


‘ have been largely revised and verified and many 
new reports added. Some members have made 
from twelve hundred to fifteen hundred inquiries 
during the year, while others have not availed 
themselves of the privilege to any extent. To 


those who know the value of these reports, he said, 


“ it seems unaccountable that members should pay 
their membership fee and not ask for what they 
are entitled to receive. Many members use the 
collection bureau largely who do not ask for a 
report from the record department. I would in- 
form such members that often the record depart- 
ment would ring out the danger signal that would 
save your calling at the collection or failure desk 
later.” 

The Treasurer’s report showed a_ balance 
January 1, 1889, of $108.66, the expenditures 
having amounted to $12,995.01 during the past 
year. The following report of the Executive 
Committee, of whigh Mr. C. T. Dillingham is 
chairman, will be found interesting and proof that 
the Board is worthy of the confidence that has 
been placed in it :

‘* There has been received and disbursed by 
both the collection and failure departments,” says - 
the committee, “‘ together, $110,029.41, against 
$88,929.24 in 1887, which shows an increase 
of cash collected over 1887 of $22,100.17. The

“Since March last no legal department has 
existed, all claims going through the Secretary’s 
hands direct to our city attorney, who has shown 
himself active and alive to the interests of the 
Board.

CATASTROPHE IN PITTSBURG, PA. 


A TERRIFIC storm of wind and hail swept over 
Pittsburg, Pa., on the afternoon of the goth inst., 
carrying with it death and desolation. The 
greatest sufferers in this calamity seem to 
have been old friends of the trade—J. R. Wel- 
din & Co.’s book and stationery store. From 
a letter received from Mr. W. W. Waters, of 
Pittsburg, it appears that the “ building occu- 
pied by Weldin & Co., which fronts on Wood 
Street, extending back 100 feet to an alley, was 
almost surrounded by a new building in Diamond 
Street, owned by C. L. Willey. The building 
was only partly completed. It was thirty by 
eighty feet in dimensions, and was seven stories 
high. The front of the building had not been 
put in, and the wind seemed to enter the huge 
shell fromthe open end. The high walls of brick 
and undried mortar were parted, one falling each 
way, partly wrecking nearly a dozen surrounding 
buildings. The greatest of these falling masses 
was thrown against the building occupied by 
Weldin & Co., the one side of the wall striking in 
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upon it in an almost unbroken sheet, crashing 
down through three stories into the cellar, bury- 
ing everything in hopeless ruin. So tremendous 
was the concussion caused by the falling mass that 
the entire front of the Weldin building was hurled 
into the street, leaving the three floors exposed, 
through which could be seen the absolute wreck 
in the rear. Fortunately, the cyclone struck at 
a time when few people are out; nevertheless, it 
is astonishing that of the large number of em- 
ployés in the store at the time, so many reached 
the street alive. As it is, but two are known to be 
dead and five or six injured. Mr. Mason, the pro- 
prietor, was at dinner, and thusescaped. A son 
was caught between the safe and the falling tim- 


- bers and imprisoned for hours, and when rescued 


was found to be seriously hurt. It is feared his 
sight is destroyed. Two bodies are still under 
the ruins and certainly dead, one an errand-boy, 
the other Dr. J. L. Read, who will be remembered 
by the trade of thirty years ago as the manager of 
the Methodist Book-Store. Dr. Read had an 
office in the Weldin building. He was a vener- 
able old gentleman, much beloved by all who 
knew him. In his time he was the personifica- 
tion of an intelligent, discriminating bookseller, 
a man who made the business of selling books the 
honorable one it should be. 

“Mr. Mason will command the sympathy of 
the book-trade. A son perhaps fatally injured, a 
number of employés dead or dying, a stock of 
goods almost wiped out of existence, with a store 
building literally a pile of rubbish; his case is 
indeed a hard one. What the net result will be 
so far as the stock is concerned it is impossible at 
this time tosay. It is certain, however, that what 
is lost is lost, as no insurance policy will cover the 
damage. Asto redress from the contractor of 
the building which did the mischief, that is prob- 
lematical. 

“The book-store of H. Watts & Co. was filled 
with dirt and lime and obliged to close up for re- 
pairs, but not seriously injured.” 





THE CENTURY DICTIONARY. 


THE new “Century Dictionary,” which has 
been in course of preparation by The Century 
Co. during the past seven years, is approaching 
completion, and it is expected that the issue of 
the work will begin during the coming spring. It 
will be published by subscription, and in parts, or 
“sections,” the whole, consisting of about 6500 
pages, to be finally bound into six quarto vol- 
umes. Although the printers have been engaged 
upon the type-setting for more than two years, 
the publishers have waited until the labor of mak- 
ing the plates is so well advanced that the work 
can be regularly issued at intervals of about a 
month and completed within two years. 

Probably few works of greater magnitude or 
importance have ever been put forth by an Ameri- 
can house. The editor-in-chief, Prof. William 
Dwight Whitney, of Yale University, who is one 
of the highest authorities in philology in America 
and England, has been assisted by nearly fifty 
experts, college professors and others, each a 
recognized authority in his own specialty—the 
design of the dictionary being to make it com- 
plete and authoritative in every branch of liter- 
ature, science, and the arts. It is intended that 
the botanist shall find in the ‘‘ Century Diction- 
ary” full definitions of terms in his special line 
of study ; that the civil engineer and the architect 
can turn to it for the definitions (usually with 
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plans and pictures) of the terms in their own 
specialties. And so with every other pursuit or 
profession — law, music, medicine, chemistry, 
anatomy, archeology, zodlogy, mineralogy, theol- 
ogy, etc., etc. Each expert is reading the proofs 
of the entiré work; indeed the proofs are read 
by more than sixty people. For seven years not 
fewer than a hundred persons, and sometimes 
more, have been working upon this Dictionary. 
Trained readers have been searching the fields of 
English literature for words and uses of words 
and quotations. Over two thousand authors will 
be quoted, and it is understood that American 
books, and even the current literature of the 
magazines, have been liberally drawn upon. 

The Dictionary will contain definitions of 
probably two hundred thousand words, and these 
without including any useless compounds. The 
work is encyclopedic, in the sense that it gives, 
in addition to definitions and the etymological 
history of words, a very great amount of de- 
tailed information which has hitherto been found 
only in the encyclopedias, and often not even in 
them. 

There will be about six thousand cuts in the 
text, the subjects of which have usually been 
chosen by the experts in charge of the special 
departments. They have been drawn, whenever 
possible, from the object itself, and engraved un- 
der the supervision of the Art Department of 
The Century Co. The engravings are said to be 
ofa higher class than have yet found place in any 
work of this character. 

It is understood that allerights have been ob- 
tained for the issue of this dictionary throughout 
the English-speaking world, and that it will be 
published in England simultaneously with its 
issue in this country. 


THE COPYRIGHT BILL TO PROTECT 
EVERYBODY—AUTHOR, PRINTER, 


AND READER. 
e From the Philadelphia Press. 


Mr. A. C. BLACK, the head of the firm publish- 
ing the Encyclopedia Britannica, in his speech at 
the dinner just given*to the contributors in Eng- 
land, unconsciously made the strongest practical 
argument yet presented for the International 
Copyright Bill in its present shape. The sale of 
previous editions of the Encyclopedia, of which 
the present is the ninth issue, has been about 5000 
copies, a few hundreds coming to the United 
States. The sale of the present edition was 50,- 
000 copies, of which 40,000 were delivered to 
subscribers in this country. The number sold in 
this city alone is nearly as large as in the entire 
country for previous editions. 

These copies were all made in England and ex- 


ported to this country, and it was easy by the 


pretext of a second edition substantially to evade 
the protection given by the tariff. The practical 
result was that the American printer got nothing 
for manufacturing the work, and the English 
author, paid on the basis of the English sales, got 
nothing for writing it, so far as the circulation in 
this country is concerned. Both ends of the 
labor were cheated. The American reader got 
the book at a little lower rate than the English, 
but no cheaper than he would have received it if 
the work had been printed in this country under 
the demand of an American constituency. 

Under the copyright law now before the 
House this work would have been printed and 
published in this country. The work would have 
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been done and paid for here, and on the Ameri- 
can sets alone this would have required an ex- 
penditure of at least $2,500,000 in the United 
States—no small addition even to our enormous 
publishing trade. But as a matter of fact, with 
four-fifths of the copies sold inthe United States, 
it would have been cheaper and more economical 
to manufacture the English as well as the Ameri- 
can copies in this country. 

The mechanical work of getting out the edition 
would in all probability have been transferred 
across the Atlantic. With this transfer made, the 
Encyclopedia would have undoubtedly given a 
larger space to American subjects, more Ameri- 
can writers would have been employed, and the 
entire work would have been written and pre- 
pared far more from an American standpoint 
than is now the case. Instead of beginning with 
an edition and a plan to suit the English market, 
and altering this to secure a far larger sale in this 
country, the work would have been begun on 
American lines in the first place. 

What is true of this Encyclopedia is coming 
to be true in the entire field of literature. Every 
successful novel, every important work in more 
solid walks of literature, and every new addition 
to English letters of a permanent value, sells or 
is coming to sell in far greater numbers here than 
in England. Asthe English publishers, by various 
devices, can place a cheap edition on our market, 
making use of plates or sheets whose cost is met 
by the English sales, a very large share of the 
demand here adds little to the call for a printer’s 
labor here and adds nothing to the pay of the 
English writer. His unpaid labor, at the same 
time, reduces the pay of the American author. 

The copyright law will change all this. It will 
protect everybody in this country. printer, author, 
and reader. The only interest which is called on 
to oppose it, and which there is every reason to 
believe is opposing it, is the English publisher. 
The authors in the country to a man, the Printers’ 
Uniors and the Publishers’ Association all agree 
in urging its passage. 

Not once in a decade does the House have be- 
fore ita bill which every American interest fa- 
vors, and which receives opposition only from 
foreign and alien sources. With this bill in its 
present situation, it needs a two-thirds vote to 
pass it, and it ought to be possible, in spite of 
some opposition, to secure this. 

If Speaker Carlisle chooses to have this act of 
justice and equity become a law, we do not doubt 
that it will pass.

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JOHN M. PHILLIPS. 

JouN M. PHILLIPs, the senior of the agents of 
the Methodist Book Concern, managed by Phil- 
lips & Hunt at 805 Broadway, New York City, 
,died January 19, at his home in Brooklyn, N. Y. 
Mr. Phillips was a Kentuckian, and was born in 
1820. e first entered the employ of the West- 
ern Methodist Book Concern in Cincinnati, at the 
age of eighteen, and continued there in various 
positions until 1872. In that year he was appointed 
lay delegate to the Methodist General Conference 
held in Brooklyn, N. Y., and was elected agent of 
the Methodist Book Concern of New York City, 
the first layman who ever held the place. He was 
reélected at every subsequent Conference, and after 
the resignation of Dr. Nelson became chief mana- 
ger of the vast publishing interests of the Method- 
ist Church, his associate for several years past be- 
ing Dr. Hunt. For the last ten years he has also 
been treasurer of the Missionary Society. In 
1884 he made a tour of the missions of Mexico, 
with the late Bishop Harris, and was appointed 
lay delegate by the Mexican Conference to repre- 
sent them at the last General Conference held in 
New York City in 1888. Mr. Phillips was a lead- 
ing member of St. John’s Church, Brooklyn. 
The cause of his death was blood-poisoning 
brought on by a carbuncle. The funeral took 
place on the 17th. The body will be interred in 
‘Cincinnati. Mr. Phillips leaves a wife and four 
children. 


ALEXANDER T. McGILL, 


ALEXANDER T. McGr11, D.D., M.D., Emeritus 
Professor of Ecclesiastical, Homiletic, and Pastor- 
al Theology at Princeton Theological Seminary, 
died at Princeton, N. J., on the 13th inst., after a 
lingering illness, aged 81. He was of Scotch-Irish 
ancestry, and was born at Cannonsburg, Wash- 

ington County, Pa., 1807. Dr. McGill was grad- 

uated from Jefferson College in Pennsylvania in 
1826 with the highest honors. In 1854 he 
was chosen to his professorship in the Princeton 
Seminary, where he did active duty until five 
years ago, when he became deaf and was retired. 
After his retirement from active duty at Prince- 
ton, Dr. McGill devoted himself to literary 
pursuits. He was a prolific writer, and there is 
now in the press of the Presbyterian Board of 
Publication at Philadelphia his work on ‘“ The 
‘Ordinances of the Presbyterian Church.” He 
was Moderator of the Presbyterian General As- 
sembly in 1848, and was widely known as one 
of the eldest Moderators.

New York City.—We regret to learn that 
Knight, Loomis & Co., publishers of school-books, 
have been obliged to make an assignment. The 
embarrassment, we understand, is but a temporary 
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one, and as the firm has the good-will of all its 
creditors, a speedy settlement may be looked for. 
It will be remembered that Knight, Loomis & Co. 
succeeded the firm of Potter, Knight, Ainsworth 
& Co., which was established in 1886 and continued 
until September 7, 1838, when the present firm 
was formed with J. R. Vandeventer, of Plainfield, 
N. J., as a special partner for $30,000 to Septem- 
ber 7, 1891. S. A. Potter, the retiring partner, 
received $30,000 for his interest, the new firm as- 
suming the obligations of the old firm. Two 
months after the formation of the firm of Knight, 
Loomis & Co., two attachments were issued 
against the firm aggregating $10,500 on notes of 
the firm of Potter, Knight, Ainsworth & Co. 
Bonds were given on the attachment, and it was 
alleged that the notes were given by Mr. Potter 
for his own benefit. Bradstreet’s took away the 
firm’s rating, and since then it has been trying to 
arrange its affairs. The firm claims that the as- 
signment was caused by the issue of firm paper 
by S. A. Potter for his individual benefit, a large 
amount of which had to be borne by the firm with- 
out any benefit to it. The liabilities are about 
$200,000, confined to a few creditors, and the as- 
sets are not definitely known yet, but consist of 
a large stock of books, plates, and accounts. The 
amount of notes issued by Mr. Potter which the 
firm has had to take care of is said to be about 
$22,000.

Washburn. It was then purchased by Mr. G. S. 
Peck, and for the past three years has been 
under the editorial charge of his wife, Mrs.

Scott 
Publishing Co. has been transferred from Phila- 
delphia to New York City, and the American 
edition of the Nineteenth Century, the Contempo-

Blackwood's Magazine, as well as the American 
Naturalist and Shakesperiana, will hereafter be 
issued from 29 Park Row, New York City. This 
change has been made to insure an earlier issue 
of these periodicals by the greater facilities thus 
secured for the importation of original sheets, 
Shakespeariana will hereafter be conducted under 
the auspices of the New York Shakespeare So- 
ciety. 

A PROSPECTUS of a monthly magazine to be 
called Poet-Lore, and to be devoted solely to 
the illustration of Shakespeare and Browning, 
and to the comparative study of poetic literature, 
has just been issued. It is signed by Charlotte 
Porter, late editor of Shakespeariana (from Au- 
gust, 1886, to December, 1888), and Helen A.

Dr. Horace 
Howard Furness’ lectures on Shakespeare, de- 
livered at the University of Pennsylvania, will 
appear in extracts made by Dr. Furness for this 
publication. W.H.Wyman’s Bacon-Shakespeare 
Bibliography will be continued from the Decem- 
ber number of Shakespeariana, ‘ Browning’s 
Poetic Form,” a seminary (Johns Hopkins) lec- 
ture, by Prof. A. H. Smyth; ‘‘ Shakespeare’s 
Verses in Chester’s Love’s Martyr,” by Prof. Wm. 
T. Harris, of the Concord School of Philosophy; 
‘*French and English Literature of Elizabeth’s 
Day,” by Prof. M. W. Easton; and other contri- 
butions by Prof. Hiram Corson, of the Cornell 
University, Dr. H. L. Wayland, Michel N. Da- 
miralis, of Athens, Talcott Williams, and others 
are promised.
